If vow our Kobe - correspondent’s 
authority is eorrect{(anl his judgment 
is one which may bel fely relied on), Baron 
Rosen, for ail his{;moderation, aas been 
obliged to be thej|jmeans of presenting 
to Japan a document which that country 
does not find satisfactory. If Baron 
Komura, Japanese'/ Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, has actually statcd that “ there is 
no room for further negutiations,” this is 
tantamount to a det'aration of war. Yet 
only nine days ago the Tok yo correspondent 
of the North-China Daily News telegraphed 
to the Shanghai paper, stuting that much 
surprise had been qaused in Japan in con- 
sequence of the rymours circulated in 
Europe concerning warlike preparations or 
war-fever ir Japau; and tha’. the situation 
did not inspire any new anxiety. °Of course 
it is possible for the situation to change very 
rapidly in the lapse gt w few days. Never- 
theless, after the frequent reiterations of 
Japan’s calm attitude (and there is no doubt 
that it was perfectly ¢urrect and di plomatic), 
it is surprieing to} read now sv strongly 
provocative a declazatioa from the most 
responsible Minister} if Baron Komura has 
indeed .made the reply attributed to him.

CRIME IN HONGKONG,

(Daily Press, 7th October.) : 

Just twenty-five years ago to-day a public 
meeting of an extraordinary character waa 
held on the Cricket Ground at Hongkong 
to discuss the then oxisting state of in- 
security of life and propery in the Colony, 
and to pags suca resolutivos as might be 
advisable. “We cannot here describe all the 


| features of that meeting, hut it will perhaps . 


almost without exception Chinese unable to 
speak or understand any English, who, it 
was very openly alleged, had been induced 
to attend by the supporters of the Governor, 
Mr. (afterwards Sir Jonx) Pops Hinnessy. 
An adjournment to the Cricket Ground was 
thareunon moved and carried—it was about 
3 o'clock in the afternoon—and the leading 
residents were enabled to occupy the central 
position, while the oth»rs had to be content 
with positions in the outer circle. The debate 
was characterised by some very acrimonious 
language from the late Mr. J. J. Francis, 
then Acting Police Magistrate, who was twice 
obliged to apologise, once to the Chairman, 
Mr.H.B.Grsz, Ultimately aresolution was 
put to the meeting and carried, amid accla- ! 
nations and almost unanimously. The Hon. 
W. Keswick, M.L.C., proposed and Mr-W. 
Reringgs seconded : “* oe g during the past 
eighteen months life and property in this | 
Colony have been seriously jeopardised and 
a feeling of insecurity, the result of recent 
events,-has been engendered, which in the 
opinion of this meeting has been maiuly 
caused by a policy of undue leniency ! 
toward the criminal classes.” As it was" 
only a short time before that the notorious 
outrage on Winglok Street, Hongkong, hnd 
occurred, it is .easy to understand the 
reference to insecurity of life; while there 
had been an unusual amount of thefts, 
burglaries, etc., in the Colony. The state- 
cf affairs had become go serious that almost 
every European resident, and the better 
class Chinese as well, were convinced of the 
necessity of a public appeal for protection. 
Now, we do not at all wish to compare the 
state of things existing in 1878 and now, 
nor to suggest that the present Government 
is following the same feeble line of policy 
that marked Sir Jonn Pope Hennessy's 
rule. But it cann-t be denied that the 
present ‘“‘ wave of crime” presents certain 
analogies, as far as insecurity of property 
is coucerned, to that of 1878, and that, as 
then it was the general opinion of the 
respectable residents, of all nationalities, 
that severer steps shuld be taken to mcet 
the unusual outbreak of criminality, so now 
it is generally helu that the situation is 
being dealt with in an inadequate fashion. 
Anyone who reads the Hongkong newspap2rs 
must be aware that there has been an 
extraordinary amouat of robbery, both petty 
theft and open burglary, during reeent 
months; but there ara hundreds of cases of 
the kind which never become public, 
including a vast amount of theft from the 
wealthier Chinese, who, though we hear little 
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hands of their countrymen of the criminal 
class, The fact is almost universally 
recognised among Hongkong householders 
thet there is an extraordinary number of 
dishonest persons, servants and vagabonds 
alike, in the Colony at the ‘present 
moment. There is a strong fecling’ that 
no measures are being taken which can 
in any way cope with this efflorescence of 
knavery. Yet, as is the wont of Hongkong, 
the only outcome of the sentiments of grave 
dissatisfaction at the state of affairs is a lot 
of grumbling in private circles, which after 
all does no good at all. If the sufferers at 
the hinds of the thieving gangs wish to get 
the situation altered they must do more 
than merely make complaints to one avother ; 
they must bring their influence to bear on 
the authorities. The latter, we may be sure, 
are not insensible to the gravity of affairs ; 
but they show the usual lack of initiative. 


(Daily Press, 8th October.) 


We notice that in reproducing from the 
Daily Press some particulars of recent 
burglarias in Hongkong, the Kobe Chronicle 
appends the following note :—" By the way, 
“crime is more severely punished ia Hong- 
“kong than in Japan, and yet there is much 
“less crime, especially crimes of violence, 
“in the large ports of this ‘country than in 
“the Britiah colony. Noice of this fact 
“should be taken by those of our con- 
“temporaries who are continually urging 
“that crime in Hongkong:should be dealt 
“with by measures of prenter severity.” 
We may consider ourselves as being 
conspicuously one of the contemporaries 
referred to, and while we are glad to take 
notice of the pleasing -facts mentioned by 
the Kobe paper we fail to see what 
application they bave to the circumstances 
in Hongkong. Surely, from this and similar 


paragraphs which we have noticed from, 


time to time in the columns of our Kobe 
contemporary, we are not expected to draw 
the conclusion that greater leniency in 
the penalties imposed by the Hong- 
‘kong magistrates on wrong-doers would 
tend to diminish crime in this Colony] 
We nre not of the opinion that severe 
peualties fail to have a deterrent effect 
eu the criminal classes, though there is 
some reason to doubt whether in Hongkong 
mere imprisonment, be the term long or 
short, is the form of punishment best calcu- 
Inted to check effectually’ the periodical 
outcrop of criminality from which this 
Colony suffers. No comparison, of course, 
can reasonably be drawn in this connection 
between this Colony and the large ports of 
Japan. If Kobe, for example, had Canton 
as a near neighbour, instead of Osaka. we do 
not doubt that the Kditor of our contem- 


porary and the residents of Kobe generaliy 


would soon find good cause to be as 
clamorous for severer measures against the 
perpetrators of crime as are the Press and 
the public of Hongkong. Greater lenietity 
of penalties do--s not induce, but naturally 
follows, a steady abatement of crime in a 
nation, for lower criminal statistics areas a 
rule due to the spread of popular education, 
inducing a growing moral sense among the 
criminal classes and a keener susceptibility

THE GOVERNMENT AND 
_ HONGKONG’S CURRENCY. 


(Daily Press, 6th October.) 

The loug-expected ireply of the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies to the letter of the 
Secretary of our lo¢al Chamber of Com- 
merce, conveying {la resolution of the 
Chamber passed on the 18th February with 
regard to, the curréhey “question, was laid 

* upon the table at the Legislative Council 
meeting yesterday:| We publish the 
correspondence in ajpther column. It may 
be seen that Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’s answer, 
as we suggested yesterday, is 2 direct 
refusal to appoint a gommission of enquiry, 
the reason given being that while China 
remains a silver-standard country it is out 
of the question for'iHongkong to adopt a 
gold standard. The onference of delegates 
from the United States, Mexico, and China 
with representativesipf Great Britain is also 
alluded to by Mr.!Cuamperuaty, and a 
copy of their resolutions is appended to his 
letter, which contai3} references to Chinw’s 
currency. 

The resolution of ithe Hongkoug General 
Chamber of Commerce, passed on the 18th 
February, by a majqrity of 40 to 25 votes 
on a show of hands, !and by 40 to 34 on the 
voting cards signed {in the Chainber Room, 
declared that in tha opinion of the meeting 
it was desirable that the Straits Currency 
Comission should} extend its eaquirics to 
Hongkong with alWview t. ascertaiuing 
whether reform of jthe Colony’s currency 

- arrangements is advisable. This was for- 
warded, under cover of the Secretary's 
letter, to the Government, aod on the 2ad 

- April H.E. the Governor sent Mr. Lowa’s 
letter with a de-patch of his own to the 
Colonial Office. In his despatch Sir Henry 
BuageE relates that “he laid the Chambar’s 
letter before the Executive Council, when a 
majorily of that body advisad him thut 
‘it would be well to hava » commission 
appointed’ to enquire into the currency 
question so far ns{jit affec‘ed Hongkong, 
but that such a commission should ba 
separate and distingt from that appointed 
to enquire into the question in Singapor..”’ 
Though the Executive Council offered no 
opinion aa te the Ihdviesbility of a gold 
standard for Hongkong, we should have 
thought thatits opiuipn recorded nb ve would 
have ‘been sufficientrio carry weight with 
H.E, ths Governor. | However, this was not 
sv, for he thought iff necessary to commu- 
nicate with “a numbpr of the most important 
merchants, managerg of shipping companies, 
and bankers in the Colony "—i.e.,it must be 
observed,.a: least-a section of that Chamber 
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strably incorrest, Are we then to suppose 
that the head of the Government considers 
them a quantity which can be neglected ? 

Sir Heney Boake, in the next paragraph 
of his despatc), proceeds to point out 
certain objections to the es.ablishment of a 
gold standard, objections which would very 
properly be taken into consideration by any 
commission of enquiry. With reference to 
the questions which he asks, Bir Henry 
rightly o' serves that they cin be answered 
in London ns well as in Hongkong and 
oye to be very. carefully considered 
before any step is taken that will disturb 
present conditions. But we would ask: 
Because these questions require careful 
consideration, is that any reason why there 
should be no eaquiry ? “We fil to see the 
veason and can only express our graat dis- 
appointmenta’ the attitudeof the head of the 
Government over the question of an enquiry 
asked for by a majority of the Chamber of 
Commerce and approved, with a_ slight 
modification, by the Executive Council of 
the Colony. The resolution of the Chamber 
went home prejudged. Truly it is difficult 
for thosé in favour of amelioration of the 
present state of currency affairs in Hong- 
kong to obtain a fair hearing. 


THE « BEACHCOMBER”

PLAGUE-INFECTED RATS, ais 

The following minute by the M.O.H. re ~ 
plague-infeoted rats was laid on the table :— ... . 

‘ At a meeting of the Board held on.the 9th 
April this year it was decided that, during the 
continuance of the epidemic of plague, -it :was. 
nat advisable to treat rat-holes with. carbolic. 
acid or to fill them up with cement. The. 
object was to prevent as much as possible. 
driving rats from infected houses into none -: 
infected ones. Now, however, that the epidemic 
is over, it is necessary to take steps to rid houses 
of rats as effectually as possible. ‘The plague - 
inspectors are now engaged in inspeoting-houses . 
for rat-runs and in seeing notices to fill in rat-.- 
runs are complied with. Since the rv-arrange- . 
ment of the rat-cutching staff comparatively few , 
rats areas yet being caught, bunt many more are 
now being caught ulive in houses than formerly, 
and the percentage of plague-infeoted rats’ has . 
goneup. I feel sure, and I think every member 
of the staif is of the same opinion, that . 
the only way to get the people to help in 
destroying rats is to avvid disturbing. them 
when a plague rat is found on their premises. 

I quite agree with the idea that a house 
in‘ which a plague-infected rat has been. 
found may be as great a source of danger as, if 
not greater than, a housein which a human case 

of plague has occurred and that logicaily we 
ought to (urn out and disinfect every house from 
which a plague rat has come. It is quite certain, 
however, that the moment we do this, tha people. .

During last summir 
they had come to the|sonclusion that rats were 
being introduced into the Colony fir the sake 
of the bonus, Accordingly the Hoard altared 
their system and employed a much smaller 
staff thinking they piste be able to get more 
rats out of the houses. Thay wero right in 
that supposition bedanse more had been got 
than formerly. The!lquestion was what steps 
should be taken in regard to those houses in 
which rats were found. Pro essor Simpson 
recommended in his memorandum that not 
only the house in which a plague-infectad rat 
was found but also the three houses on each 
side shonld be similarly dealt with. Winter 
was the time to attack these pests, aud the 

resent “seemed to ithem a suitable time to 

riog this matter up... They might adopt soma 
such plan as this, that ia every house in whivh 
a is dese cares rat is found the inspec or 
should attend and fill in rat-runs with carbolic 
acid and give the people the option for a week 
of cleansing the premise’ themselves, the Board 
supplying the necesshry disinfectants. If at 
the end of that time it/was found that this had not 
been done then the Board must take the matter 
in hand and deal with it themselves. There was 
another question, and that was the adoption of 
a system of des:ruotion of rats by prodacing 
epidemic amongst them, which was also recom- 
mended by Erolewet Simpson. De. Barnett 
would be able to tell them that that system 
had ‘bean usd in London. 

Dr. Banner slate that such moaxures were 
adopted when the Strand was being pulled 
down and the rats invaded tha bar of the 
Gaiety Theatre to sach an extent that the 
barmaids could hardly stand it (laughter); the 
rata ate all the food that was left on the counters.

At a meeting of the Comm ttes spocially 
called to discuss this matter, 1e'd on the 23rd 
Vacamber last, it was decided t) reply that, 
although they greatly apppreciated the friendly

occupied by the tivo Colonies, thay ‘wore unable 
to sa) their way, whilst China still rotaios a 
silver currency, to take any steps which might 
tend to leal the Government to adopt another 
s‘andard. 

Binca the expression of opinion by the Com. 
mittee, a requisition from five members was 
recaived calling for a spacial general meoting 
of the members of the Chamber, for the 
purpose of discussing the question of looal 
currancy, aud this meeting of members was 
held on ths 18th instant, whea the following 
resolution was carried by a majority. 

“That in the opinion of this meeting it is 
desirable the Straits Currency Commission 
should extend its enquiries to Hongkong with 
a view to ascertaining whether reform of the 
Colony's currency arrangemout is advisable.”

A RUSSIAN VIEW OF COREAN 
AFFAIRS. 


—_——~> 
[FROM OUR JAPAN « ORRESPONDENT. | 

It is well known that the J. apanese Press is at 
present strongly urging their Government to 
interfere in Corea. In Russian circles in Port 
Arthur this recommendation is naturally viewed 
with unfriendly eyes. The Novi Krai of recent 
date quoted the remarks on this subject of the 
Kokumin, which compargd Corea to a thatched 
house that was in danger of taking fire at any 
moment owing to the carelessness of its inmates, 
and that accordingly required to be looked after 
by the neighbours, who would suffer from the 
effect of such a fire. All th’s pother in the 
J»paneso Press arose, according to the local 
paper, from the simple fact that some 
Russians rented a pie-e of land at Yong- 
ampho on the Yalu. “ Bat before we enter on 


| this question, we should like {o indivate the réle 


that Japan has play d up to the present in Corea, 
Her first object was to get hold of tha rising 
generation, and with that end in view she 
established all over Corea a network of schools 
and taught of course in these schoolsa J: apanese 
programme of studies, lt must be admitted 
that she carried ont this vast scheme with exem- 
Afier that she oilmly pro- 
ceeded to Japanese two important Corean ports, 
Chemulpo and Fusan. ‘These places she has made 
practically Japanese. Japanese built the Seoul- 
Chemulpo railway, and are at present building 
the Seoul-Fusan railway. Fusan will-be the 


most southerly point of this railway system, ; 


which will be open in about eighteen months. 
Thousands of Coreans are now working on this 
line under the direction of Japanese; quays are 
being constructed and embankments built so 
that ships will be able to unload right into the 
railway waggons without the gargo going 
through any intermediary stage. J: apanese mer- 
chants have bought up the best portions of the 
land adjoining the railway line and close to the 
railway station, which is situated in the centre 
of the port, A Japanese timber-yard of 
considerable dimensions has already been 
constructed in the same vicinity. Everywhere 
in this Japanese quarter there is hurry and 
animation, long, broad streets have already been 
marked out by lines of stone foundations; and 
at the present moment one vannot buy a piece 
of land to build a private house or a shop on— 
all is in the hands of Japanese. From time to 
time the Corean Emperor wakes up and 
spasmodically issues edicts prohibiting the sale 
of land to foreigners, but, as seems to be the 
role in that stranga lan, these edicts are not 
obeyed, and the sale of land to J apaness goes on 
as briskly as if they had never been issued. In 
Seoul the Japanese own about one'third of the

As goon as an‘oppo-tanity presents 
itaelf Corea will become Japanese in name ag it 
is already Japanese in reality, That. that 
opportuoity miy come quickly is the ardent. 
wish of every Japanes>. 

THE YONG-AMPHO AFFAIR, . 

“To return to the Yong-ampho question, the 
Japanese Presa, both in the Buglish aod 
Japanese lan guages, has inaugurated a campaign 
ag:inst us on the Yong-ampho question. Tha 
leasing by som3 Ruasians of those few. acres of 
land in the Corean village in question is repre- 
sented as an attempt on the s.vereign rights 
of Corea, and as a menace to Japanese 
interests in that country—nay, it is even 
represented as a menaca to the independence 
not only of Corea but even of Japan. But — 
these heated fancies of the Japaneses do not, 
or should not, obscure the fact that the 
question of Yong-ampho is purely of a com- 
mercial nature. The agreement regarding this 
lease was concluded as far back as 1896, but 
conditions were n-t propitious at that time for 
carrying out the necessary work. At the 
present moment a commercial company has. 
taken up this concession and is working it. 
Where, then, is the reason for accusing Russia 
of aggressive actionsP Aro there not tens of 
thousands of Japanese workmen in Oorea, 
beginning at Fuasin and going on to Gvensan, 
and is this onward movement of Japan in the 
Puninsula regarded by the entire Japanese Press 
as anythiog but strictly‘legalP Is it regarded. 
asa menace to the interests of other Powors 
in Corea or to the interests of Corea hers«lf ? 
But when seme Russian timber-merc- auts 
start o modest undertaking in northern Cvurea, 
the whole Press of Japhu jumps to its feet and 
asserts that this is a case of Russian agyressioa. 
They think, therefore, that the time come 
for Japan to interforg in hopeless and helpless 
Corea.” (The italics are the Novi Kraz's). 

In another issue tha Novi Krai translates o 
long article from the Japan Mail on the Corean 
question. The article is to theaffect that Japan's 
patienceis exhausted by Russia’s latest aggressive 
move in Corea, “ As regardsall these mournfal 
lamentations,’ says the Novi Krai, ‘‘we must 
say that every impartial observer can see that 
Russia's interests in northorn Corea are of a 
peaceful nature. Woe may also say that no 
Chauvinist Japanese clique can shake Russia’s 
determination peacefully but firmly to introduc» 
tha blessings of civilisation among neighbouring 
nations, acting on the principles of justice and 
mutual esteem.” —

contains a great varivty of appliauces and ap- 
patatus of the mostjapproved formy, relating to 
health and dom stic} comfort: there is a lar.re 
library of sanitary literature, which contains, in 
addition to standard |works on sinitary science, 
8 collection of reports of madical officers of 
health over the whole country aad a reading 
room -suppliel with the principal sanitary 
periodicals both koma and foreign; it ho!ds 
congresses and conferences by means of which 
many important practical coaclusions , have 
bsen arrived at. This society, although fonnded 
ia London, is not oaly English, or British, but 
claims to hs imperial ia the tras sensa of the 
word, Braaches haa already bean formed in 
Australia, South Africa, and Canada, and I 
believe ona has been, or is shortly to be, 
established in Indig., I mention this to show 
that the ambition |'of the society was not 
confined in its scoge, Hygiene is of world- 
wide importancs, [and situated as we are 
on: the borders of one of the most ancient 
civilisations of thy! world, how geeat are 
our opportunities and responsibilities in this 
respect. It is only within the life time of this 
Colony that Sanitaty Science has made for 
iteelf a name even|in Englanl—amongst its 
tion Farr, Simon, Parkas, 
wick.

Tha use of a suitable lecture-room 
his ben obfiined at Qneen’s Collega, aud 
lectures are to be given twice a week un 
Cuesday and Friday evenings, at nine 
o'clock. _At the end of the session two 
exsminations will b» hald, o-e in practical 
sanitary science and the olher for inspactors of 
nuisances. The former is for parsons who havs 
no intention of bioomiug sanitary officars, 
but whodesira to obtain acertifizates from the 
Ins‘ituts indicating their kaowledgs of sanitary 
scienc3. This, although not sncladiaye many 
technical sabjects which an inspactor is re- 
quired to know, goes b2yoad tha soop3 of the 
inspectors’ eximination, as far as relates to 
practical sinitation. The examina‘ion is arranog- 
ed s2 as to b) suitable to foramen of works, 
baildera, aud thoso enragid in alliel trad s 
and others requiriag a thorough knowled ry of 
pra:tical sanitary sciences. Every candidate is 
required to farnish the B> rd of Exam'nersa with 
satisfactory testimonials of recant date as to 
age and personal character. Applications for 
examination must b3 made in a propir form 
and must be sent to tha offs) of the Institute 
fourteen days befor: the date of the examin- 
acion at waich tha candidate wishes to present 
himself. The fee payable for the examination 
is $35, which must ba paid to the secretiry. 
Ths examination ia practioil sanitary scisnce 
oocupies two days; on the first day it consists 
of written pipers only. There a a two papsrs. 
two hours be:ng allowed for each. and on tha 
second dsy the examination is vive voce. 
A cortific te will ba granted to each successful 
candidate. A certifisate is not granted to any 
candidate under 21 yesrs of age. The syllabus 
for subjects includes :—Elemantary physics and 
chemistry in so far as they apply to sanitary 
science.

His Exce.uency, io inviting observations 
from those present, stid it was parfeotly clear it 
would b» heed to exaggerate the importance 
of the subject that had been brought befora 
them. At the terminatiou of the proceedings 
it would be woll if they looted at soma 
of the conditions as seen in the models before 
them ; it would be found that they were very 
pressing indeed and called for amelioration. 
‘For instance, they ooul see a representation 
of a part of Hongkong as it existed. to-day, 
while on the other hand was a model of a most 
ingenious suggestion for ifs improvement. 
Then there was a model of a prop sal placed 
before him, in connection. with the Pablic 
Health Diu, -to the effect that lateral windows 
could be sacared by taking away every third 
honse, It seemed a beautiful idea on paper. 
but when the matter was looked into they found 
that every third house could not ba removed ; 
why this would not bedone—he left it tothe archi- 
tects to say. A large number of men belonging 
ito the most important san:tary department woud 
iba engaged in carrying out tho instructions of 
‘the Sanitary Board and the ideas embodied in 
the far-rezching Public Health Bill. Whoo 
one looked at the heap of lectures to be 
delivered anl saw the number of subjeots it 
wai proposed to deal with he confessed he was 
sorry he would not be in a position to attend 
many of them. Ho remarked the obsarvation of 
Dr. Atkinson that to Chinese sanitation was an 
unknown name, and ho wondered whether thoy 
had done mach better in Hongkong than the 
natives had on the other side of the water. 
His own view was—he was sp2akiug as a lay- 
man—that, in considering sanitation, they 
over-estimated toa certain extent the danger of 
bad smells. They concluded it wags overdone, 
avd in many cases it was ouly a blank cartridge. 
They would remamber that th y had a great 
drain oa this side of the harbour, and it was a 
most singalar thing that in old Kowloon, about. 
which he need scarcely ssy anything, when, 
they experienced most awful smells, it was 
quite free from plague. It was quite possible 
it would ba found that drains had their dangers 
ai well as their advantages. In Rio de Janeiro, 
after tha drainage hal been established, typhoid 
increased and the vity became very much 
worse. No doubt if they could gat perfect 
drainage it would bea say good thing... All. 
such matters would come before them, and. he 
had no doubt that their digcussions would be of 
‘great benefit, and the knowledge derived wou'd 
ba invaluable to the community of Hongkong. 
He concluded by wishing the Hongkong branch, |. 
of the Institute every successin the future.

twenty-five ladies and gentlemen, announced 
that a gentleman, whose name he was not yet 
at libe to. mention, had offered a sam 
Fof $35,000 to erect a church ia Kowloon, 
‘and a request had been 
‘Government to grant for this purpose 
'a site which had already been selected. 
| Pending the receipt of an answer a plan was 
: being formulated for the due security of the 
’Charch property and the government of the 
1 Church, should it be, as they hoped, erected 
aud his lordshipsaid thatalthough the matler was 
‘ not quite ripe for discussion he had thought it 
- desirable to call a meeting of Kowloon residents, 
‘for the purpose of furmally sacquainting them 
| with what was taking place. The Bishop read 
‘a draft of the constitution which had beon 
iprepared for consideration and _ invited 
lguggestions or criticisms of the proposals 
{contained therein. 

It is contemplated that the church shall have 
la chaplain specially appointed to it, but it is also 
‘hoped thst the Naval chsplain will, as 
‘heretofore, voluntarily assist in the Church 
‘work of the district. In consideration 
‘of a grant by the Cathedral Church body ia aid 
.of the stipend of the chaplain of the new church 
‘it is expected that he will assist occasionally in 

the services of the Cathedral and in the duties

The latest news received from Yamchow, as 
| might have been anticipated, is far from 
reassuring. I learn on reliable authority that 
on the 21st instant -he market towns of Wong 
Ok Tin and Sia Tung wore attacked by the 
so-c«lled rebels. In Wong Ok Tiin the rebels 
satisfled themselves with ransacking the shops 
and tesidences in the principal business streets 
atid then decemped, but in Siu Tung they made 
a clean sweep of the whole town, excepting only 
the pawn-shops, the inmates of which offered 
a strong resistance; and also these establish- 
ments, as a rule, are less accessible to intruders. 
Siu Tung is an impor‘ant market town, about 
ninety (ts from Yamchow, and Wong Ok Tiin, 
also a market town of no less importance, is 
almost within sight of Yamchow, being only 
distant some forty its from Yamchow. That 
the rebela aro getting uear and nearer all the 
time is evident from recent events, notwith- 
standing the arrival of 1,500 troopsat Yamohow 
sent from Kwangsi by land as reinforcements to 
the garrison. 
In Siu Tung the rebels get fire to a few shops 
before they retired, as on sevoral former occa- 
sions. They also kidaapped from «smoogst the 
wealthiest residents about forty women and 
children, who will probably be detained for 
ransom, 

At both towns the soldiery, in their feeble 
attempt to resist the attack, lost a fuw men.

YARN. 

Mr. P. Eduljee says in his Report, dated Hong- 
kong, 9th October: - Tightness of money has 
continued to act prejudicially on the market, 
and the depression has been much aggravated by 
the prevalence of the usual mid-autumn festivities; 
the result being a considerable falling off in the 
volume of business, and a further general pereete 
tion of $1 to $2, in price. Importers are becoming 
anxious sellera, and exceptional offers have been 
laid before dealers, but in no case have thay been 
accepted, and our quotations, in consequence, 
have become quite nominal. We may mention 
that the country is almost bare of stock, and that 
when buying does commence it will sharp, sudden, 
and excited, more especially as the prospects of 
an abundant rice crop are leap hits Mean- 
while competition amongst holders still continues 
and the war of rates is unabated—warket closing 
quiet and depressed. 

Local Manufacture :— Quotations are maintain- 
ed and about 800 bales No. 10’s are reported sold 
at $101. No enquiry for No. 12's, 

Japanese Yarn :—In sympathy with the Indian 
article, is experiencing little or no demand, tho 
only sale of the interval being 200 bales No. 203 
Yellow Joss at $124. 

Raw Cotton :—The market has been featureless, 
China Cotton is scérce and wanted, and 4 small 
baporee aon of 300 bales Ningpo is reported sold 
at from $28} to $29.
